Thd  American  pt-ople,  everywhere,  are 
wakiq  {  up  to  a  serial  of  the  true  princi- 
plea  q  finance  and  of  government.  They 
begin  fo  realize  that  "honest  money," 
(ebmhiatuig  all  hypotoisy)  is  .-imply  an 
exchange  medium,  by  which  debtors  and 
crediyrs  can  square. their  transaction* 
eqoitjoly,  on  the  principle  of  tbe 
Golden  Rule.  That  is  the  A.  B.  C.  of 
Finance.  In  the  past,  banka  aod  bank- 
eel  hive  erjoyed  the  power  “to  deter 
mine  arbitrarily  w  bat  every  dollar  in  tbe 
land  shall  be  worth  from  week  to  week” 
—and  this  privilege  they  have  exercised 
mercilessly,  to  the  sorrow  and  ensiave- 
mentvof  tbe  people.  Tbe  time  is  at 
hand  when  this  power  must  be  broken. 
Shy  look's  dogma  that  money  may  be 
worth  such  a  price  one  day,  and  auother 
price  the  next,  is  utterly  at  vuriauce  with 
the  idea  of  "honest  monay.”  Self  evi¬ 
dently,  honest  money  must  \>e 
changeable  an  i(t  value  us  an  hones! 
stick  i*  as  to  length,  or  au  honest  buN 
measure  as  to  capacity.  And  tbe  only 
way  to  kors  an  honest  carrency  is,  in  tbe 
first  j>lae»*,  to  eliminate  from  it  at  tbe 
start,  every  vestige  of  intrinsic  value ; 
and,  then  in  the  next  place,  for  the  peo¬ 
ple  |o  »gree,  (by  makmg  usury  a  crime), 
that  j  this  money  never  shall  have  any 
u«e*xcept  as  a  work  tally,  a  national

Our  xiewa  summary 
says  :  ^  "Denis  Kearney  urrived  /rom 
Vallejo  in  tbe  afternoon  and  ooaaaeled 
moderation  io  a  speech  to  an  immefiee, 
crowd  of  excited  workingmen,  aqd  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  quieting  them."  We  notike 
that  the  papers  generally  praise  the  ac¬ 
tion  cf  K-aruey,  though,  aa  a  riugle  ex¬ 
ception.  New  Jersey  jTiurnaliaoi  is  dis¬ 
graced  by  tbe  Newark  Advertiser’s  little 
ness  of  soul  iu  pronouncing  bimRU  “art¬ 
ful  dodger,”  who  “sneaked  behind  tbe 
Uw,"  instead  of  urgiqp  hi*  bearers  to 
resort  to  violence  audii  vengeance.  If 
ueither  of  the  priucidpts  iu  the  affair 
showed  a  decent  spirit— the  One  el  mau- 
liue»s  and  the  other, of  the  Christianity 
he  profiled,  Mr.  Kearoey,  whatever 
motive  may  have  actuated  him,  seems  to 
have  acted  ju>t  a*  a  great  aod  wise 
leader  wotityi  bate  done. 

The  significance  of  this  last  naeof  the 
bullet  to  defeat  the  ballot  ia  simply  to 
disclose  once  more  who  tbe  “dangerous 
classes-’  really  are— evidently  not  U)e 
masses  of  tbe  people,  nor  their  leader*. 
We  entirely  agree  with  th*  Daily 
Giapbic,  which  says  : 

The  moderation  of  what  is  contempt¬ 
uously  called  the  Sao  Francisco  mob  is 
the  greatest  argument  of  recent  yean 
(hat  ibe  people  are  the  best  peace-keep¬ 
ers.  It  is  conceded  that  there  was  Bo  ad¬ 
equate  f«»re«s  to  keep  these  people  in 
cueck.  But  they  kept  tbenisete*  iu 
check,  without  a  bene  being  broken  or 
a  shot  fired,  much  mine  effectually  thqu

If  the 
woikiugni-*i  rtde’iqifi  power,  add  can 
oqIv  act  in  office  with  tbe  same  soodeea- 
tiou  anil  good  sense  that  they  nave  «x- 
iiibited  in  the  present  emerg-moy,
